TPB Plans for New Sunnyside 
Bridge Lead to City Kerfluffle 


At City Council’s May 29 reg- 
ular meeting, the public learned 
that Beltsville Agricultural Re- 
search Center (BARC) has joined 
North Core as a potential site 
for a relocated FBI headquarters. 
The new location was outed dur- 
ing discussion of a unanimously- 
adopted impromptu agenda item 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
had proposed. All members were 
present except Leta Mach. 

Roberts’ item capped what had 
been a news-less meeting. A final 
public hearing for the Fiscal Year 
2013 budget — also on the agenda 
— attracted citizen comment but 
council heard nothing critical of 
the budget itself (which is to be 
adopted June 4). A call for citizen 
petitions and requests brought a re- 
quest for a council worksession to 
soothe tensions between the city’s 
two youth soccer leagues: Green- 
belt Soccer Alliance and Greenbelt 
Boys and Girls Club. That request 
was referred to staff and a fall 
worksession was eyed. 

The BARC item was much 
more interesting. According to 
Roberts, at the May meeting he 
attended as Greenbelt’s long-

standing representative to the 
Metropolitan Washington Council 
of Governments Transportation 
Planning Board (TPB), a dormant 
project to replace the Sunnyside 
Avenue bridge suddenly sprang 
to life, absorbing an additional 
$6.991 million in new planned ex- 
penditures over what was planned 
just 18 months ago. 

“All of a sudden, the county, 
just out of nowhere, said: we need 
to do this project,” he said. 

Communication 

“And then I see this com- 
munication,” Roberts continued, 
“where the county has decided 
that they’ve settled on essentially 
two sites for the FBI, trying to 
lure them here to the county: 
one being the North Core of the 
Metro Station and the other be- 
ing BARC itself. And I find that 
very disturbing that they would 
kinda do these things that are not 
truly above board. They didn’t 
say: we want to do this bridge, 
because we want to send FBI to 
the BARC, you know? So what 
I’m getting at — and what I’d like 
the council to do tonight — is send 
a letter saying: we don’t want the 


FBI at BARC.” 

Ultimately, 1t was Roberts’ refer- 
ence to the “communication” — an 
email — not his request that council 
oppose a BARC site, which drew 
council’s fire and a sharp expres- 
sion of concern from City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin. 

“T would urge council to stop 
the discussion,” said McLaugh- 
lin, seeking protection for the 
contents of the email he said the 
county had sent in confidence as 
“an opportunity for council to get 
briefed.” 

With Mayor Pro-Tem and 
Transportation Planning Board 
wannabe Emmett Jordan looking 
on, Councilmembers Silke Pope, 
Ed Putens and Konrad Herling 
all indicated in various ways their 
agreement with McLaughlin’s 
urgings while Mayor Judith Da- 
vis summed up their fears. “Mr. 
Roberts, because you have made it 
public, it may now be that we are 
off the table.” 

Unmoved, Roberts responded: 
“Well, I don’t know what the 
situation is but it didn’t sound 
like we had a seat at the table to 
start with.” 


Parental Involvement Enhances 
Nursery School Early Learning

This year marks the 70th an- 
niversary for Greenbelt Nursery 
School (GNS). Over the past 
seven decades, the school has be- 
come a fixture of the community. 
As a co-operative, it provides a 
different experience from that of 
other early learning programs. 
Each member family is required 
to participate actively in the pro- 
gram, including helping in the 
classroom as a teacher’s aide and 
working on committees that keep 
the school running. 

The experience offered by co- 
op schools is remarkably different 
from that found in a traditional 
school setting. The most obvi- 
ous distinction is the amount of 
involvement expected from the 
families. Family participation 
moderates the tuition, although 
the time commitment can be a 
deterrent for some parents. Most 
parents at GNS, however, delight 
in the experience and it is, in 
fact, this involvement that attracts 
them to the school. 

Parent Jacqueline Lilly put it 
succinctly, “While co-oping, I get 
an inside perspective on what my 
child is doing every day.” Many 
parents are eager to participate 
actively in their child’s first educa- 
tional experience and many GNS 
families believe the school’s unique 
atmosphere can be attributed to the 
required involvement of parents. 


Parent Sian MacAdam says of 
her decision to send her children 
to GNS: “I love how welcoming 
the school felt right from the 
beginning and how my children 
felt comfortable from day one. 
I appreciate the diversity of the 
school. It is a joy to co-op in 
my child’s class — I get to ex- 
perience my child in a different 
environment, watch the children 
grow and learn so much from 
the staff.” 

Parent Co-op 

GNS was founded in 1942 as 
a parent co-op. One of the early 
co-operatives in Greenbelt, it is 
also one of the oldest teaching 
co-operatives in Maryland. For 
the 2011—2012 school year over 
70 children are enrolled in the 
school’s programs and 90 percent 
of those have parents who are 
committed to full or limited co- 
op status. 

Even parents not able to work 
as classroom aides maintain in- 
volvement through various com- 
mittees. With children in their 
second year at the school, both 
MacAdam and Lilly serve on 
the 1l-member GNS Board of 
Directors. 

GNS employs nine staff mem- 
bers, including seven teaching 
staff, all well-trained and ex- 
perienced in dealing with chil- 
dren at all developmental levels. 


The teachers have worked in the 
school for between six and 16 
years and several had their own 
children go through the school. 
All teachers and teaching assis- 
tants participate in the Maryland 
Child Care Credential program, 
which recognizes childcare pro- 
viders who pursue continuing 
education and professional activi- 
ties beyond requirements of state 
licensing regulations. 

The co-operative status of the 
school puts the teaching staff in 
a unique position. Teachers re- 
ally appreciate the advantage of 
having parents in the classroom. 
Teacher Pamela Hamlin says, “I 
like having [the parents] see how 
things ‘really are.’ I try to ex- 
plain why I do certain things. I 
also enjoy talking and getting to 
know them and a bit about how 
things are at home. I really love 
my job!” 

GNS Director Lisa Meyer 
also serves as a teacher in the 
Farm Room at GNS, a space 
devoted to two- and three-year 
olds. The school is accredited 
by the National Association for 
the Education of Young Chil- 
dren (NAEYC). Meyer feels the 
NAEYC accreditation provides 
further assurance to parents that 
the highest educational standards

City Council Holds the Line 
On FY13 Budget Adoption

At its regular meeting on June 
4 the Greenbelt City Council 
adopted the Fiscal Year 2013 
budget for the city. With Coun- 
cilmember Edward Putens unable 
to attend, six members methodi- 
cally went through several minor 
changes to City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin’s proposed budget 
that had been informally agreed 
to at the final budget worksession 
on May 21 and unanimously ad- 
opted the modified budget. 

After the adjustments made 
for a one percent cost of living 
increase for city employees and 
another one percent for perfor- 
mance pay based on evaluations, 
as well as the other minor adjust- 
ments to various budget accounts 
(see GNR May 21 issue), council 
approved total General Fund 
Revenue for FY13 in the amount 
of $25,542,700. That amount is 
$50,000 less than that proposed 
by the city manager. 

On the expenditure side, 
council approved employee pay 
adjustments and several other 
minor changes to the expendi- 
ture accounts, resulting in Total 
General Fund Expenditures of 
$24,961,600, an amount $48,900 
less than what had been proposed 


by the city manager. 

After approving an additional 
“Special Projects” expenditure 
in the amount of $10,400 for 
the purchase of two additional 
specialized computers for Police 
Department cruisers, the net dif- 
ference of $38,500 would add 
to the city’s undesignated and 
reserved Fund Balance which is 
now at a comfortable plus 10 
percent of the city’s annual oper- 
ating expenses. 

Mutual Congratulations 

Following the budget adop- 
tion, council remarks were gen- 
erally congratulatory and appre- 
ciative toward the manager and 
his proposed budget, which they 
had found easy to work with. 
McLaughlin returned the favor by 
thanking council for clearly defin- 
ing the vision for Greenbelt and 
for their participation in a good 
budget review process. 

Mayor Judith Davis noted the 
proposed budget and the final 
budget adopted by council had 
adhered to principles council had 
requested of the manager. Those 
were: maintain core services, 
avoid laying off any Greenbelt

Four-year Modernization 
Of WSSC Sewers to Start

The Washington-Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC) 
has announced that the first of a 
series of contractors will begin 
extensive work to repair and 
modernize sewers in many areas 
of Greenbelt. This contractor’s 
work will take approximately 
seven months but the entire proj- 
ect will last at least four years 
according to WSSC Contract 
Manager Ken Dinnis. 

Residents in many areas of 
Greenbelt will be affected by this 
work, which will range in nature 
from minor repairs to extensive 


excavation projects. People in 
all affected areas will be notified 
of the work to be done in their 
neighborhood at least 48 hours 
before it is begun, either by a 
letter or a visit from WSSC per- 
sonnel. All affected areas will be 
returned as closely as possible to 
their existing condition following 
the work. 

Dinnis noted that in the event 
that significant tree roots must be 
cut to carry out the work, saplings 
will be planted to replace trees that

Durantine, 93, of 
Crescent Road 
died at his home 
on June 4, 2012. 

Mr. Durantine 
was a resident 
of Greenbelt for 
more than 50 years, where he 
attended St. Hugh’s Catholic 
Church for about 30 years. He 
worked for the federal govern- 
ment for most of his career, retir- 
ing as an administrator at God- 
dard Space Flight Center.

Ms. Laster grew up in Green- 
belt, moving into 15 Ridge Road 
in 1956 when she was 3 and then 
moving to 3 Lakeside Drive in 
1960. She attended Hawthorne 
High School in Washington, D.C., 
and moved to Stockholm, Sweden

Ms. Laster was one of the 
original founders of “Kalika’, a

Old Greenbelters (and younger 
ones, too) were saddened to learn 
of the death of Donald Dorsey 
last week about a month before 
his 75th birthday.

Annual Meeting Turnout 
is Low but Elections Not Dull

On May 17, an intrepid 13 
percent of the membership 
convened for the cooperative’s 
annual meeting, and to (re-) 
elect leadership. With voters 
from the following day, 204 
voters cast an average of 4.2 
votes (of 5 permitted for the 
board), in a “bullet voting’”* 
pattern common to Greenbelt 
elections, albeit with lower- 
than-municipal turnout. 


Challengers Sue Ready and 
Frank DeBernardo out-paced 
all incumbents as vote-getters 
#1 and #2, respectively. Ready 
is a prior board member who 
left the community to care for 
her mother but returned ‘with 
an electoral vengeance’ (of 
158 votes). The avuncular De- 
Bernardo (146 votes) was not 
reached for comment by press 
time. In descending order of 
votes, incumbents Ed James, 
Diana McFadden and David 
Morse were returned to office, 
and Irv Wattell and Ken Blue 
will need to try again next year.

Smoking seemed to invite 
most interest (though door 
prizes included neither cartons 
nor nicotine patches).

Jim Cassels Award Committee 
Begins Search for 2012 Awardee

The Greenbelt Consumer Co- 
operative is looking for applicants 
for the Jim Cassels Community 
Service Award to be presented at 
the Co-op’s 2012 annual meet- 
ing. The award provides $1,000 
to carry out a project in the next 
year that will positively impact 
the lives and the environment of 
the people who live in Greenbelt. 

The most recent Jim Cassels 
Community Service Award is 
funding a Three Sisters Demon- 
stration Gardens project of the 
Chesapeake Education, Arts and 
Research Society (CHEARS). 
It will purchase equipment to 
provide outdoor classrooms and 
raised handicapped gardening 
tables at the Center Gardens out- 
side the Greenbelt Community 
Center as well as offer intergen- 
erational workshops. 

CHEARS has already gotten 
a start on its project. On Friday, 
April 13 CHEARS and commu- 
nity volunteers and staff gathered 
for a work day to install and 
set up the garden plots, a raised 
planting bed with storage area for 
ergonomic garden tools and more 
and a convertible bench-to-table 
at the garden, located outside 
the Greenbelt Community Cen- 
ter. Intergenerational educational 
strategies include pairing young- 
er people with those who are 
more experienced so that all can 
take advantage of each other’s 
strengths and build up their skills. 

Greenbelt Nursery School stu- 
dents, staff and parents attend- 
ed such an event at the Center 
Garden on May 3, hosted by 
CHEARS, to learn gardening, 
partake in eco-art projects and 
learn about the environment. 
CHEARS is currently scheduling 
more intergenerational workshop 
events with the Greenbelt Nursery 
School, Adult Daycare Center 
and other community members 
and organizations in Greenbelt. 
CHEARS leaders in this proj- 
ect include Executive Director 
Kim Walsh and Concetta Las- 
key, Communications, Outreach, 
and Education Coordinator. For

Since its creation in 2006 the 
Jim Cassels Community Service 
Award has funded a variety of 
projects, all of them fitting trib- 
utes to the memory of Jim Cas- 
sels and his legacy of community 
involvement. In previous years, 
the Co-op has made the $1,000 
Jim Cassels Community Service 
Award to several organizations 
including the Beaver Dam Water- 
shed Watch Group, the Greenbelt 
Climate Action Network, the 
Greenbelt Tennis Association, the

Friends of the New Deal Café 
Arts (FONDCA) and the Green- 
belt Association for the Visual 
Arts (GAVA). 
Previous Grants 

FONDCA used its grant to 
fund the first year of the Eileen 
Peterson Youth Music Series, 
which offers young musicians 
from local schools the opportu- 
nity to perform in Roosevelt Cen- 
ter. The program has continued 
and the founders have cited the 
Jim Cassels Award as one reason. 
Barbara Simon explains, “the Jim 
Cassels award was very helpful 
to us: we were able to get grants 
for last year’s concerts from the 
Prince George’s Arts Council and 
Prince George’s County — it is 
always easier to get a grant from 
a county organization if you can 
show that a local group has sup- 
ported your program.” 

Similarly, the 2010 Jim Cas- 
sels Community Service Award 
funded a Greenbelt Association

for the Visual Arts/Greenbelt Ac- 
cess Television (GAVA/GATE) art 
and animation project, which later 
received grants from the county 
and the Greenbelt Communi- 
ty Foundation. In the project, 
young people ages 10 to 15 are 
creating an animated video to be 
screened as part of the city’s 75th 
Anniversary celebration this year. 

Organizations are encouraged 
to begin thinking of a project 
to benefit Greenbelt and fill out 
an application. Applications are 
available at the Co-op customer 
service Office or online at http:// 
fd10.formdesk.com/coop/cassels _ 
award.

are met by the school’s programs. 

GNS was, in fact, among the 
first nursery schools in the nation 
to achieve accreditation under 
NAEYC’s updated accreditation 
process, designed to help families 
identify high-quality childcare and 
early-education programs. 

Many Activities 

The staff organizes daily activi- 
ties in art, music, literacy, math, 
science and social skills — all pre- 
sented in the context of play. Par- 
ent Jennifer Thorson says of the 
school’s guiding principle: “They 
don’t just talk about play-based 
learning — they actually do it.” 

A further benefit to having 
parent aides in the classroom is 
an ability to enhance planned ac- 
tivities with the talents of parents. 
Parents have painted a sea-themed 
mural in the “Ocean Room” class- 
room, presented information about 
paleontology and dinosaurs (in- 
cluding showing fossils and tools), 
brought in animals and talked 
about pet care and about being a 
vet. Others brought instruments 
(including violin, guitar and lute) 
for the children to hear and play, 
as well as a spinning wheel and 
wool to make thread. 

Diversity is another compelling 
facet of the school, borne out in 
the rotating involvement of parents 
in the classroom. Co-op parents 
commonly share cultural traditions 
surrounding holidays they may 
celebrate at home. For example, 
an Iranian family shared traditions 
about the holiday of Naw-Ruz and 
another parent told the children 
about Africa for Black History 
Month. 

Balanced Ratio 

A further advantage of a co-op- 
erative school is a more balanced 
child-to-adult ratio, meaning more 
direct attention and more opportu- 
nities for stimulation. 

James L. Hymes, Jr., former 
president of the NAEYC, notes 
that “A co-op child is apt to be 
surrounded by a common point 
of view 24 hours a day and seven 


days a week. The child is apt to 
get more consistency in guidance 
and more richness in stimulation, 
home and school.” 

Working in the classroom pro- 
vides a valuable learning experi- 
ence for parents. Co-op parents 
have the opportunity to witness 
firsthand how their child behaves 
in a group setting, how other 
children in the same age group 
behave and how a school program 
works. 

Teacher Hamlin says, “I feel 
that [the co-op parents] are more 
supportive, since they see what is 
going on and can reinforce ideas 
at home.” Many parents who do 
not have background in child edu- 
cation find the experience greatly 
enriches their abilities as parents. 

In the words of parent Jamie 
Casey, “[Co-oping] makes me a 
better parent by giving me ideas 
for activities and what to do about 
behavioral problems.” 

Outside Families 

While a large proportion of the 
students live in Greenbelt, many 
within walking or biking distance, 
the school’s distinctive atmosphere 
draws families from outside the 
city, including College Park, Bow- 
ie, even Washington, D.C. 

Parent Jennifer Thorson gives 
the bottom line for why she chose 
the school for her sons: “Because 
it’s not just a school; it’s a com- 
munity.” 

GNS offers half-day nursery 
school programs for children aged 
two to five, with two-, three-, 
four- and five-day options, as well 
as extended care. The school is 
located in the Greenbelt Commu- 
nity Center at 15 Crescent Road. 
In late February it holds an an- 
nual open house, inviting families 
to visit the school, observe and 
talk with the director at any time.
